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INTRODUCTION 


No period in Persian history has attracted the attention of 


Western historians to a greater extent, 


or been studied more in- 


tensively than the time of the Mongolian domination, which began 
at about 1220 and finished round the middle of the fourteenth 


century. 


This interest is ue largely, no doubt, to the personality and 
work of Jingiz Khan who stood at the beginning of this period and 
who succeeded in knitting together the forces of Mongolian and 
Turkish tribes inhabiting the vast steppes of central Asia, and 
in building an Asian empire of an extent hitherto unknown. But 
apart from its extent, this empire of the steppes distinguished 
itself by another aspect: under the successors of Jingiz Khan it 
contained two old centres of civilization, China and Persia, and 
for the first time in history it opened the possibility of direct 
communications between Eastern and Western Asia within the frame- 
work of one state. And this has made the conquest of the Mongols, 
often disastrous in itself, an event of the utmost importance in 
world history. 


But the study of this period, as far as it is part of Persiari 
history, has definitely been stimulated to a considerable extent 
by the existence of several excellent histories written in Per- 


sian, partly by order 
residing in Persia. The 


of tlie Mongolian kings who were themselves 
most important of these works are mention- 


ed below. 


The first in chronological order is the “Ta* rTkh-i Jihan- 
;,usha'\ the history of the Wo rid- conqueror, a work by Juw&l nT

as a source for the history of the Mongolian empire created in

It is possible that for some detai ' s of the events described 
by him of the history after 1304. the author was dependent on 

sources like the above-mentioned unpublished work of Abu al-Qa- 

siiii QashanT. but as the events which he re.' ates oec oine nearer to 
his own lifetime, there is a very striking contrast with the ear- 
lier part of his book, both in style and in the mode of descrip- 
tion. The style becomes more lively and much less terse and the 
story much more independent. He includes in his description many 
details of the local history of his native country, Adharbaijan. 


When we compare the story of ai-Ahn with one of the most im- 
portant sources for the history of North-west Persia in this pe- 

* 

riocl, viz. the work of Hafiz- i Abru (died in 1430) , it appears 

that both works have in common the main trend of events during 

those years. One passage, describing the struggle before the gate 

of Baghdad 4 can be found quite literally in the work of Hafiz- 

i Abru 5 . This might indicate either that Hafiz-i Abru used the 

present work as a source, directly or indirectly, or, although 

;is seems less likely, that both used a common source. Apart 

from the common passage mentioned above, however, and one or two 

resemblances in words or parts of sentences, in th:is part we find 

many events which are described by al-Ahrl with details of the 

history and historical geography of Adharbaijan which we do not 
find in Hafiz-i Abru.

pire in Persia, such as for instance the Muzaf far!' s and the 
Karts. 


In conclusion it may be said that Ta’rTkh-i Shaikh Uwais is an 
independent source of knowledge about the history of North-west 
Persia and about the contacts with the Dasht-i Qipchaq in the 
first half of the fourteenth century. 

it is a great picy that the single extant copy of al-AhrT’ s 
work is incomplete and that it stops just at the point where we 
might have expected the most detailed first-hand information, 
viz. the beginning of the reign of Sultan Shaikh Uwais. Whether 
the author hj.mself never completed his work, or the copyist did 
not finish his task, we do not know. 


The Jalayir dynasty 


With the death of Sultan Abu Sa'Td in 1335, the Mongolian 
dynasty in Persia and Wescern Asia, descending from Hulagu Khan, 
had practically come to an end, and after a few monarchs who were 
short-lived, Mongolian power in Persia may be said to have dis- 
appeared completely. This was shortly before the middle of the 
fourteenth century, A period of anarchy followed and in the inter- 
regnum of half a century until the rise of Timur, a number of 
petty dynasties divided the country, the best— known of them being 
the Jalayirs in the West, the Muzaffarl’s in the South-West, the 
Sarbadars in the area of Sabzawar and the Karts in the North-East

Abu Jiakr (p. G3) had many difficulties with the Arabs who, after 
the death of Muhammad, revolted under the leadership of Musai- 
1 amah, Aswad bin Ka'b and Tulaihah.

After Qadisiyyah, the Arabs conquered Mad a' In, after which the 
population accepted the jizyah (p. 75). In the same year, the bat- 
tle of Nahawand took place. The Arabs were led by Nu* man bin Mu- 
qarran, the Persians by Flruzan. Nu'man was killed but the Arabs 
kept his death secret until they had defeated the Persians. FT- 
ruzan was killed in flight. The Arabs seized much booty and the 
amir al-mu’minln had the captured jewels sold and the money dis- 
tributed among the soldiers. The Arabs continued their conquests 
in Persia (p.76) and Yazdagird went to Khurasan for help. In the 
year 21, the Arabs conquered Tus, Nisabur and great parts of Khu- 
rasan, beating off attacks by the Haitals and the lUiaqan of the 
Turks and driving Yazdagird across the Jaihun (p. 77). The Per- 
sians tried to persuade Yazdagird to make peace with the religious 
Arabs but he refused and settled down in Farghanah till the time 
of Uthman. The population submitted to the Arabs and surrender- 
ed the treasury of Yazdagird (p. 78), 


In the year 23 RJmar was wounded, died after several days 
(p. 79), and was buried near Muhammad. *Uthmah succeeded in 24. 
He conquered Rayy , and subsequently Iskandtiriyyah, sfriqiyyah 
arid the greater part of Persia (p. 80), In 31 Yazdagird came back 
to Marw. Tirak Tarkhan asked him for his daughter in marriage. 
Yazdagird refused and was compelled to flee while his army was 
beaten.

A iici th 0 paper money was issued in Tabriz in the course of tl)p 
year 693 (December 2, 1293 - November 20, 1294). The reason f or 
this was that Sultan Gaikhatu asked Pul ad Chinksan: "They say 
that in the empire of the Qan and the region of Khatay there is 
much luxury and there are many golden objects. Why is this?” He 


answered: ‘Taper money is in circulation there; the available 
gold and silver is used for implements”. In that way he laid the 
foundation for that desire (viz. also to issue paper money) but 


(his attempt) was unsuccessful. 

Prince Baydu was in Baghdad. He started a rebellion and killed 


Muhammad Sukurchi, the governor of Baghdad. The king was informed 
that Baydu had become his enemy and that several emirs had con= 


spired with him. The king imprisoned them in Tabriz together with 
Qifchaq Ughul, the son of Baydu, and sent Amir Aqbugha Gurgan 
with Taghachar to fight against Baydu. Baydu was (already) on the 


march. When they reached the Jaghatu, Taghachar joined forces 
with Baydu, Amir Aqbugha Gurgan returned, out of loyalty and pure 
faith. He joined Gaikhatu at the river Ahr 6/ . The king wished

t ° Shaikh Hasan (son of) Timurtash, sent Muhammad 

Alishah with a^message in the name of peace, and he had a serv- 
ant, called Tarut, whom he sent with several horsemen behind him. 
(P.169) Surghan was negligent and had no guard. They seized him 
and brought him to Tabriz with his wife, the daughter of Khidir- 
shah. They executed his wire and carried him to a fortress 1 4 4 . 

Yaghi Basti fled from his brothers 200 with Malik Ashraf in 
the year <43 (June 6, 1342 — May 25, 1343). They went to Baghdad 
to tht corn t. of the emir (Shaikh Hasan Buzurg) where tliev were 
cordially received. They were there for some time, in that place 
wei e justice and equity. This was not to their liking and they 
fled to Persian ‘Iraq and went to Shiraz. Mas'udshah fell in with 
them and they put PTr Husain to f] ight from Shiraz until he came 
to Sul taniyyah.

They 
gave battle near Siwas, The army of Rum was routed (but) Artana, 
with his own army, had stood his ground. The troops of Sulaiman 
Khan engaged in plundering. Artana sprang into action and attack- 
ed an d d e f e at e d Sul a i man , And that battle took p 1 ac e in the y e ar 
744 (May 26, 1343— May 14, 1344), and in the same year he (Shaikh 
Hasan) had sent HalabI 202 with his son Siyawush to Arran, where 
they finally started to commit oppression and evil deeds and per- 
petrated injustice. 

Shaikh Hasan (son of) Timurtash was in Tabriz. The daughter 
of Hajji J abash 203 , son of Sunjaq, was his wife.

‘Arab Jandar, the slave of 
Iltimur, the son of Lakz(I) Gurgan 2 0 6 } went to tell them this 
event (viz. the death of Shaikh Hasan). They returned and came to 
Tabriz, They were few in number and harmed no one. Malik Ushtur 
was in Maraghah and he joined them, 'Ali-ki Bahadur 207 was one 
of the slaves of Timurtash and reigned over Nakhchawan.

Ashraf calls you”, he made his testament and measures for flight 
were taken in his house 229 .
